Grand Jury urges closing of some county hospitals

The Los Angeles County Grand Jury is asking the Board 
of Supervisors to consider closing down some of the coun­ 
tv's eight hospitals because they cost too much to run. 
Ravmond E. Ryan, chairman of the grand jury s audit 
committee, contends that the county could buy the ser­ 
vices it now provides for 10 per cent less by contracting 
with noncounty facilities, such as the Pomona Valley 
Community Hospital. 
. 
The recommendations are part of a grand jury report 
on hospital facilities. 
It charges that the Department of Health Services has 
given insufficient attention to financial matters, p ar 
ticularly in the areas of financial screening, billing and 
management of accounts receivable 
Furthermore, according to the report, the hospitals are 
being administered under “conflicting concepts 
causing 


duplications in services and efforts 
“ A study should be undertaken to determine the 
feasibility of closing certain county facilities and ot 
providing both in-patient and out-patient care through 
contractual arrangements with some of the 200 noncounty 
hospitals.” the survey declared. 
Robert Burwell, administrator of Pomona Valley Com- 
munitv Hospital, said the rountv already has «"tracts 
with the hospital for some obstetrical care that require 12 
to 15 beds per month, and for emergency aid programs 
prior to transfer to county facilities. 
He said that while the Pomona hospital had some extra 
bed space for county patients, there were not enough 
physicians in the valley to handle the additional load, if it 
came here.

He said local doctors were already overloaded, ine 
current contracts reimburse only the hospital not the doc ­ 
tors, he explained 


To alleviate the doctor shortage, the grand jury report 
recommends that the county reassign its own physicians 
to participating noncounty hospitals and the county physi­ 
cians care for indigent patients from their own com­ 
munities. 
The report also suggests that the supervisors consider 
using private health care management companies to run 
the county hospitals because “they may be a We to 
operate these facilities in a more cost effective manner 
Last year taxpayers paid $169 million to run the eight 
county hospitals, this year the bill will come to $211 
million. 
The report says noncounty hospitals were able to run 
their in-patient programs for 6 per cent less and their out­ 
patient programs for 16 per cent less than their county 
counterparts. 
The extra cost is being caused at least in part by a 
heaw backlog in billing, particularly for Medi-Cal. which 


is costing the county millions of dollars, the report con­ 
tends. 
Private insurance companies are often not billed for 
services rendered, and cash receipts are not deposited on 
a daily basis, causing more losses 
The grand jurors urged county Chief Administrative Of­ 
ficer Harry L. Hufford to undertake an immediate study 
“to determine the cause of the breakdown (lac* of staft 
or mismanagement) in the financial screening process 
and billing backlog.” 
To further cut costs, the survey suggests that the 
county immediately raise its hospital rates It claims 
that some of the rates now are lower than what the state 
is willing to reimburse through Medi-Cal.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation's unemployment rate in May 
fell below 7 per cent for the first 
time in 24 years, edging down to 6 9 
per cent, the Labor Department 
reported today. 
The department said the decline in 
the jobless rate, down Irom 7 per 
cent in April, coupled with continued 
growth in employment last month 
signaled further improvement in the 
economy 
.

Total employment rose by 385.000 
in May to 90 4 million 


Since October, the government 
noted that nearly 2 7 million more 
Americans have found jobs, an 
average of 380.000 a month 
The unemployment rate has fallen 
from its post-recession high of H per 
cent last November and at 6 9 per 
cent stands at its lowest level since 
November 1974. when it stood at 6 7 
per cent 
The num ber of unemployed 
totalled 6,750.000 last month, a 
decline of about 13.000 from April. 
The jobless rate for adult women 


fell from 7 per cent to 6.8 per cent 
but the rate for adult men rose to 5 3 
per cent from 5 per cent, as jobles­ 
sness among adult black males in­ 
creased. 
Labor Department analysts said 
the increase in the male jobless rate 
following a decline of nearly a full 
percentage point between February 
and April could be a disturbing sign 
or merely a quirk in the statistics 
However, the analysts said no ton 
elusion could be made on the basis of 
only one month s figures. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States announced today that 
it will exchange diplomats with Cuba 
for the first time in 16 years 
“We have agreed with ihe Cubans 
to exchange interest sections,’ State 
Department spokesman John Trat- 
tner said. 
He said the Carter administration 
would make a formal announcement 
later today and would provide ad­ 
ditional details on the first exchange 
of diplomats between the two 
c o u n t r i e s s in c e D w ig h t D. 
Eisenhower sat in the White House 
Exchange of diplomats is a major 
step toward renewing ties with the 
Marxist government of Fidel Castro 
that were severed in 1961, largely on 
the grounds that Cuba was exporting 
r e v o lu t i o n in the W e s te r n 
Hemisphere. 
The State Department was chosen 
by President Carter to make the for- 
m al announcement. The ad­ 
m inistrate already has eased some 
travel and spending restrictions for 
Americans and has reached a 
maritime boundaries agreement 
with 1 »resident Castro. 
Carter decided to proceed with the 
diplomatic exchange even while 
Cubans are involved in the internal 
affairs of Africa Only a few days 
ago the State Department confirmed 
that 50 military technicians had been 
sent into Ethiopia. A large Cuban 
force remains in Angola 
The American diplomats will set 
up an 
interest section” within the 
Swiss embassy in Havana, with a 
counselor heading the delegation. An 
equal number of Cubans, probably 
less than a dozen, will be housed in 
the C zec hoslovakian embassy here 
Since the break in relations, the 
Swiss flag has flown over the former 
U.S embassy in the Cuban capital 
and the Czech flag over the two 
Cuban buildings here. 


Although formal relations may be 
a long way off, the diplomats will be 
in charge of a full range of activities 
between the two countries U.S. of­ 
ficials said one objective of the ex­ 
change is to reunite families who 
became separated in the 16 years of 
hostility between the two countries 
Details of the diplomatic ex­ 
change were worked out in New 
York by U.S and Cuban negotiating 
teams. Carter said on Tuesday that 
“ we still have a lot ot difference« 
between us, but that full friendship 


with Cuba was an ultimate goal 
“We ll move as fast as they will,” 
the President said, while taking a 
walk in his hometown of Plains. G«., 
before returning to the White House 
from a Memorial Day weekend vaca­ 
tion. 
Eisenhower broke relations with 
the Castro government on Jan 3. 
1961. just 17 days before he left of­ 
fice Relations had cooled between 
the two countries after Castro top­ 
pled the rightist Batista regime in 
1959 


Pilot dies 
U.S. plane crashes 
at Paris air show 


PARIS (AP) - An American jet 
fighter crashed and burned today 
before thousands of spectators at be 
Bourget Airport on the opening day 
of the Paris Air Show The pilot, 
Howard W “Sam” Nelson died en 
route to the hospital, officials said. 
The plane, a Fairchild A10, 
c rashed while performing acrobatic 
maneuvers, Witnesses said the an­ 
titank attack plane was coming out 
of a loop when the tail and wings fell 
off 
Company officials said Nelson was 
director of flight operations at 
Fairchild’s Hagerstown. Md , plant 
and had logged more than 10,000 
hours’ flying time, mostly in jets. 
His wife, Jackie, was at the air show 
“ First there was a big ball of blac k 
and gray smoke and then 1 saw fire 
shooting out of the middle of it," one 
witness said, 
Fairchild officials said it was the 


first crash for the A10 in its five-year 
history 
The 53-foot plane, which 
carries a 30mm Gatling gun and 
other armaments, was making its 
first appearance at the prestigious 
air show 
Fairchild describes the* plane as 
“the only aircraft of its kind in the 
world and can bring more con­ 
centrated firepower against heavily 
armored mobile land targets than 
any fighter or attack plane yet 
developed.” 
The openmg-day tragedy was 
reminiscent of the fatal crash of a 
Soviet supersonic jetliner at the 
opening day of the 1973 Pans Air 
Show The Tupolev 144 slammed into 
the village of Goussamville, killing 
13 persons, injuring 5® others and 
demolishing a number of homes 
Residents ot the area asked the 
government to ban air shows, but the 
request was turned down.

The names will not be announced 
until the U.S. Army’s central inder 
tilu-ation laboratory in Hawaii con 
firms the identifications supplied by 
the Vietnamese, Holbrooke said 
There was no indication when the

The car-and-pasaenger ferry was 
bound for Goose Bay, in Labrador 
more than 500 miles northwest of S t. 
Johns 
The ship sent out an SOS at 9:41 
p m Thursday reporting ice had rup­ 
tured its hull near the Square 
Islands, 18 miles off the Labrador 
coast. Thirty minutes later another 
message said the passengers and 
crew were abandoning ship 
The ferry sank about three hours 
later.

a blank, assassin of 
Robert Kennedy tells supervisors

SOLEDAD, Calif. (AP) - Sirhan 
Sirhan, insisting he can’t remember 
shooting Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
nine years ago this week, wants to 
jog his memory by returning to the 
scene of the crime. 
Sirhan s attorney said the 32-year- 
old convicted assassin made the 
request during an unusual three-hour 
m eeting with two Los A ngeles 
County Supervisors — the first of­ 
ficials to quiz him since his 1969 con- 
viction 
Kenneth Hahn and Baxter Ward 
traveled to Soledad Prison in Central 
California at the invitation of Sirhan. 
who wanted to talk about his case. 
“ I can't rem em ber,” Sirhan 
repeatedly told them when they 
sought to solve the question of a pos­ 
sible conspiracy. 
“ He did say he felt it might be a 
help if he could go back into the 
kitchen and pantry of the Ambas­ 
sador Hotel,” said Sirhan’s lawyer, 
Godfrey Isaac. 
“ He keeps trying to visualize it, 
and he can’t...He wants to know 
himself, did he, or did he not kill 
Senator Kennedy.” 
Sirhan was grabbed with a smok­ 
ing gun in his hand as he fired at Ken­ 


nedy in the Ambassador kitchen June 
5, 1968. The senator had just claimed 
victory in the California presi­ 
dential primary. 
Since his arrest, Sirhan has as­ 
serted that he has amnesia about the 
period from the time he entered the 
hotel until he lay pinned to a steam 
table by witnesses. 
“ There is a blank in Sirhan s 
mind.” Hahn said as left the prison 
Thursday. ‘ If we could uncover that, 
we might have the clue to many of 
these m ysteries.” 
Hahn and Ward said they believe it 
might be worthwhile to have Sirhan 
hypnotized. 
Isaac said heNvould visit Sirhan 
again in a week and discuss with him 
the possibility of further psychiatric 
treatment and hypnosis 
But the 
lawyer said it w’ould take a court 
order to bring Sirhan back to the 
murder scene. 
“There is still more to be known, 


said Hahn. “The investigation is not 
through. I hope we can have the 
medical authorities pull back the 
curtain in his mind. 
The Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors has just concluded its se­ 
cond investigation of the Sirhan case, 
se e k in g to d isc o v e r w h eth er 
someone else niay have motivated or 
helped the Palestinian refugee in the 
Kennedy killing. 
“ I tried to ask him several times 
about his motive,” said Hahn. “I 
asked if anyone else was involved — 
that's the big question. 
“ He said 
I can t remember. I 
can t remember. 
Of Sirhan’s life in prison, Hahn 
said the assassin spoke of having new 
religious devotion. 
Isaac said. “ He would like to make 
peace with society. He'd like to 
cooperate. He'd like to come out- 
.. He has a parole date of 1985...He 
wants to live. 


Override attempt in trouble in Assembly 
Death penalty veto may stand 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - An at­ 
tempt to override Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr ’s death penalty veto is in 
trouble in the Assembly because 
some Republicans say they might 
prefer to see the issue on the state 
ballot. 
The latest Associated Press poll, 
conducted Wednesday and Thursday, 
showed death penalty supporters 
nine votes short of the two-thirds 
majority of 54 they will need to 
override Brown's veto. 


Eight legislators who voted for the 
capital punishment bill were un­ 
decided on an override, as was one 
opponent Another death penalty sup­ 
porter declined to say how he would 
v o te. 
T w en ty-th ree 
A ssem b ly 
members said they would vote to 
sustain the veto 
For m ost of the undecided 
legislators, it was not a question of 
whether there should be a death 
(xmalty but of how it should be pas­ 
sed — by veto override or by a ballot 


initiative during the 1978 election 
year. 
“ It would be interesting to have 
G ov. 
Brown go b efore every 
audience the next IV* years and ex­ 
plain his veto,” said Assemblyman 
Bruce Nestande, R-Orange 
“ I suspect we can get a little 
stronger bill if we go to the public 
with it,” said Assemblyman Dave 
Stirling. R-Hacienda Heights. “The 
governor’s thrown down the gaunt­ 
le t... 1 think he should have to de­ 


fend his position” 
An AP survey of the Senate earlier 
in the week showed similar results ~ 
21 for an override, 10 opposed, and 
nine who said they were undecided or 
did not want to commit themselves. 
Together, the results cast doubt on 
the likelihood of an override, which 
only a few days ago was considered a 
good bet to pass. 
A two-thirds majority — 27 votes 
in the Senate, 54 in the Assembly - 
is needed to override a veto.

The new admissions formula will take into account a 
student's Scholastic Aptitude Test score* regardless of 
the high school grade point averages The scores are 
presently used only to judge an applicant whose grade 
average is between $.0 and 3.1 on a scale of 4,

L.A. officials sued 
by Justice Dept, for 
alleged discrimination 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The U.S. 
Justice Department has sued the 
police chief and 11 other city officials 
because of alleged discrimination 
against women, blacks and Spanish- 
sumamed job applicants. 
The suit would automatically dis­ 
qualify the Los Angeles Police 
Department from receiving an es­ 
timated $5 3 million in federal as­ 
sistance funds, from the Crime 
Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968, 
u n less a fed er a l jud ge ru les 
otherwise within 40 days. 
“City officials have traditionally 
followed a practice of failing or 
refusing to recruit, hire and assign 
blacks or Spanish-sumamed 
(ap­ 
plicants) as police officers on the 
same basis as white, Anglo per­ 
sons,” the suit says, "and have failed 
or refused to recruit, hire and assign 
women as police officers on the 
same basis as men.” 
The suit, signed by U S Atty Gen. 
Griffin Bell, said the Police Depart­ 
ment uses written “entry-level 
tests and other qualifications and 
selection standards for hiring and 
assignment that "have a detrimental 
Im pact on w om en, blacks and 
Spanish-surnamed” applicants 
Police hiring practices violate the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964, the Law En­ 
forcement Assistance Administra­ 
tion Financing Act of 1968 and the 
Revenue Sharing Act of 1972, Bell 
contended 
His suit asked the court to Issue 
preliminary and permanent injunc­ 
tions prohibiting the city from 
engaging In discriminatory employ­

'no longer a blind 
follower;' says doctor 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - No more a blind follower of 
Charles Manson, Leslie Van Houten is now mentally 
healthy and remorseful about the butcher-like deaths of 
Leno and Rosemary LaBianca, a doctor has testified. 
Joel Simon Hochman, a private psychiatrist who inter­ 
viewed the 19-year-old former Monrovia High School 
homecoming princess during her first trial in 1970, told 
tin* court Thursday he found a transformed, mature 27- 
year-old woman when he next spoke with her in V ebruary 


1977. 
“I’ve found Miss Van Houten to be dramatically 
changed,” Hochman testified. “ She s older, more 
mature , her perspective on herself and others is im­ 
proved.” 
She is no longer a “hypnotized, blind follower,” he said, 
but has become “a warm. open, effective and sometimes 
philosophical young woman. My diagnosis is there is no 
psychiatric disorder.” 
Miss Van Houten was convicted in 1971 of the 1%9 mur­ 
ders of Rosemary and Leno LaBianca. Charles Manson 
and two other codefendants were also convicted. 
But Miss Van Houten won a retrial when a state appeals 
court ruled she had been denied adequate counsel after 
the death of her attorney in a hiking accident during the 
trial’s final phase 
During the first trial, Miss Van Houten testified that 
“sorry is only a five-letter word. It can’t bring back 
anything.” 
Hochman, former program director of the New Mexico 
Department of Hospitals and Drug Abuse and now a 
private psychiatrist in Santa Fe, N.M., said that Miss Van 
Houten last February “expressed deep, and to me, 
somewhat moving remorse" about the murders 
The psychiatrist said Miss Van Houten emphasized she 
felt particularly sorry for the LaBianca children who 
were orphaned. 
Miss Van Houten's lawyer, Maxwell Keith, contends 
that his client had used so much LSD and was so deeply 
under Manson’s influence that she was incapable of 
rational thought at the time of the killings but that, non 
etheless she still was not able to participate in the kill­ 
ings. She claim s she stabbed Mrs. LaBianca only after 
she knew the woman was dead. 
Hochman testified Thursday that he believed Miss Van 
Houten was insane at the time.

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U.S. starts probe 
of Medicaid fraud 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A doctor 
claims he performed six tonsillec­ 
tomies mi the same patient last year. 
The government paid the bills. 
A pharmacist filed a claim for 120 
prescription pills a day for 204 days 
running, also supposedly for one 
person. 
Both cases were picked out by 
computers searching files as the 
government prepares for its first 
nationwide investigation of fraud and 
abuse in the Medicaid program 
The government estimates tax­ 
payers throw away $1 billion a year 
in state and federal Medicaid 
charges for care the poor don t 
receive. 
Doctors and pharmacists will be 
special targets of the investigation 
because they are believed to account 
for the greatest losses, says a 
spokesman for Tom Morris, inspec- 
tor general of the department of 


Health. Education and Welfare 
The spokesman said nursing 
hom es, la b o ra to ries, c lin ic s, 
hospitals and dentists who are paid 
under Medicaid for care they give 
the poor will be scrutinized. 
A dm inistration sources said 
Morris’ office, created by Congress 
last vear after widespread reports of 
Medicaid and welfare losses, is in­ 
forming governors and state and 
local officials of the probe, hoping to 
win their support. 
Computers have been examining 
all Medicaid bilb for the year ending 
last February, picking out suspicious 
looking cases, sources said. 
They added that the names picked 
out are being verified to preclude 
technical errors. Investigators, 
along with state and federal 
prosecutors, will make detailed ex­ 
aminations of the cases.

Movie director 
Rossellini dies 


ROME (AP) — Roberto Ros­ 
sellini, a pioneering film director 
whose romance, marriage and 
divorce from Swedish actress Ingrid 
Bergman won worldwide attention, 
died today at his home of an ap­ 
parent heart attack. He was 71. 
Rossellini had returned home only 
a few days ago from the Cannes Film 
Festival, where he served as chief of 
the jury. Friends said he suddenly 
became ill at his Rome apartment 
today and died a short time later 
Best-known for such films as 
“ Rom e, Open City*' and the 
Bergman-starring “ Stromboli, 
Rossellini was a founder of the 
neorealistic film movement that 
grew in Italy in the 1940s. 
His highly publicized romance 
with Miss Bergman began on the set 
of “Stromboli,” a portrait of life in 
postwar Italy. 
They were married in 1950 after 
the birth of their son. Robertino, and 
were divorced in 1957 During the 
seven-year marriage. Miss Bergman 
starred in four more Rossellini films 
and the couple became parents of 
twin daughters, Isabella and lsotta 
Ingrid. 
Among Rossellinis other well 
known films were 
Paisa, 
and 
“General della Rovere. 
which won 
the Golden Lion award of the Venice 
Film Festival in 1959 The celebrated 
•Rome, Open City” was shot 
clandestinely in war-ravaged Italy m 
1944. 
He devoted his later years to 
television, although he had an­ 
nounced shortly before his death that 
he would direct a film on the life of 
ifgir! M^fx 
Born to a wealthy family in Rome. 
Rossellini described his first interest 
in films as “accidental — his father 
owned Rome s Cinema Corso and the 
son sat through endless film show 
mgs He began making documentary 
films in 1938. 
He made three feature-length 
films during the regime of Benito 
Mussolini and was a personal

acquaintance of Mussolini s son. Vit­ 
torio But he claimed, “ I have never 
been a member of the Fascist party 
or its organizations. " 
Noted as a hard worker, Ros­ 
sellini would direct from dawn to 
su n se t.

“I begin from an idea without 
knowing where it will lead me 
Rossellini was the fifth major 
Italian director to die in the past 
three years.

— set in motion a new wave of tilms 
that documented living conditions 
mixed with fiction.

Survivors 
of fire 


tell tales 
of terror 


CINCINNATI (AP) - 
The survivors of the Bever­ 
ly Hills Supper Dub fire 
tell tales of terror, re­ 
membering being over­ 
whelmed by “darkness and 
the sound of screaming 
crowds," a psychiatrist 
says. 
“They ail talk of intense 
beat and the screaming, 
sh o v in g 
crow d 
and 
darkness and of choking 
Many of them felt it was 
the end To them, it was 
like death," said Dr. 
James Titchener of the 
University of Cincinnati. 
Titchener is part of a 
team of psychiatrists, psy- 
ch o lo g ists and so cia l 
workers aiding the survi­ 
vors and the relatives of 
161 persons who perished 
in the weekend blaze 
“Many people felt they 
w ere already d e a d ,” 
Titchener said. “ They 
recall they just laid down 
and someone just pulled 
then) out and saved them 
T ve heard stones of 
husbands lying down 
beside their w ives or 
stretching out their hands 
and someone yanked them 
to safety. It is one of the 
most frequent stories that 
we have heard.” 
Nine clin ics around 
Cincinnati have handled 
“dozens of calls 
from 
people who want to talk 
about their experiences 
“It'* perfectly normal 
for people to want to run 
from the experience for a 
while," said Titchener 
* All of these people, to one 
degree or another, have ex­ 
perienced the nearness of 
death. They have all ex­ 
perienced some loss 
The critical question, 
according to Titchener, is 
w hether a fter 3-to-l2 
months the survivors will 
be able to resume a normal 
life 
“ W hat* going to be 
important is whether they 
can resolve their problems 
and return to the enjoyable 
life they knew.” Titchener 
said . “ O th erw ise, in 
several m onths, these 
problems are going to start 
surfacing in their work and 
daily life ” 
The eûmes are urging 
those people who are notic­ 
ing any of several symp­ 
toms to come to the clinic* 
and talk about their 
problem 
The symptoms include 
sleeplessness, dreams, a 
sense of fear, intense 
anger or a feeling of loss 
The clinics also are get­ 
ting calls from people who 
were not even at the club 
last Saturday night 
“ Beverly Hills was a 
place which was familiar 
to almost all classes of 
people. ' Titchener said 
“ We have many people 
who have admitted think­ 
ing 
it could have been 
me.”'

“I heard some noise, but 1 don't 
know anything about it," Mrs Carter 
said Thursday afternoon as she left 
the Legislative PalaCe after a discus 
sion of the ruling military junta s 
plans to return the Ecuadorean 
government to civilian control next 
year She said she thought it was a 
local problem 
The students threw stones and 
bricks, set fire to police barricades 
with gasoline bombs, and shouted 
“Go home, bloody Rosalynn!” and 
“Yankees just want to reinforce im­ 


perialism" into an amplifier. 
About 25 riot police silenced the 
loudspeakers and dispersed the 
demonstrators with tear gas. 
Two American reporters traveling 
with Mrs Carter said they were hit 
but not hurt by rocks when they left 
the palace to investigate.

Carter received an en­ 
thusiastic welcome at the Working 
Boys’ Center of Quito, where 500 
persons waved paper Ecuadorean 
and U S flags and cheered her

energy policy. 
Meeting at the While House with 
members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee at breakfast this 
morning, Carter said

act as partners in consideration of 
energy policy.” 
He told the group the energy 
package was “about the must im ­ 
port na I legislation we 11 face while 
I’m in the White House.” 
Even though congressional enact­ 
ment of the new Cabinet agency is 
expected, both houses have agreed to 
limit sharply the authority of the 
new energy secretary, expected to 
be presidential energy adviser 
James R Schlesinger 


Entering the meeting in the White 
House State Dining Room, Schelsin- 
ger. a ski'd what he would tell the 
committee members, said jokmglv: 
• The destiny of the Republic lies in 
your hands 
Some m em bers claim ed the 
original Carter proposal would give 
Schlesinger and his successors too 
much power, turning them into 
“energy czars 
The administration contends the 
secretary must have broad authority 
if the nation is to deal effectively 
with the energy crisis. 
The House, expected to complete 
action on its version of the bill today, 
voted Thursday to give power to 
regulate natural gas prices to a com­ 
mission within the new department, 
instead of to the energy secretary as 
Carter proposed The commission » 
decisions could not be overturned by 
either the energy secretary or the 
president 


The derision, on a vote of 238-119, 
was a major setback for the ad­ 
m inistration, since the Senate 
already has approved a similar ap­ 
proach. 
The step appears to foreclose any 
possibility, even in the compromise 
version that will be drafted to recon­ 
cile differences between the House 
and Senate bills, that Schlesinger 
will have the price-setting powers 
that Carter sought to give the new 
secretary. 


In a move further diminishing the 
powers of the energy secretary, the 
House also voted 200-125 to give 
Congress power to veto rules and 
regulations issued by the new 
agency The Senate bill contains no 
such provision 


The amendment to deny the energy 
secretary authority over natural gas 
prices, proposed by Rep John Mots, 
D-Cattf.. received strong bipartisan 
support.

Los Angeles County, hav­ 
ing controlled its recent 
measles epidemic, now has 
declared a new war on 
polio. 
In a unanimous vote this 
week, the Los Angeles 
County Board of Super­ 
visors instructed the 
county Health Department 
to 
“ move 
ahead 
vigorously” in applying for 
state and federal funds to 
launch a countywide polio 
immunization program. 
The recommendation, 
made by Supervisor Pete 
Schabarum, and seconded 
by Baxter Ward, was 
sharply criticized by two 
women, Ida Honorof and 
Eleanor McBean, who 
identified 
themselves 
respectively as consumer 


public is protected against 
polio. 
He said that during the 
past decade federal and 
state funding for im­ 
munization programs in 
California had substantial­ 
ly declined. ‘‘In 1970 the 
county received $886,827 
and this year will receive 
only $391,109,” he said. 
“In order to step up our 
efforts to increase polio 
immunization levels, we 
need a greater commit­ 
ment of federal and state 
funds,” Schabarum said. 
The women who opposed 
Schabarum s motion called 
vaccines 
‘‘decomposed 
protein and rotten drugs” 
which cause more illness 
than they prevent. 
They were listened to 
most patiently by board 


members even after going 
over the time allotted them 
and linking all immuniza­ 
tion programs to the recent 
swine flu program.

Chamberlin, acting direc­ 
tor of the health depart­ 
ment, responded 
“We in the department 
welcome this motion,’’ 
Chamberlin said. “Those 


who oppose it want to turn 
us back to the Dark Ages, 
when 
plagues 
and 
epidemics covered the 
world. 
“We recognize the need 
for a countywide polio im­ 
munization program, and 
we will work with schools, 
communities and parents 
to educate them on the im­ 
portance of this preventive 
effort.” 
Chamberlin said it was 
the recommendation of the 
health department that 
this program and other im­ 
munization programs be 
undertaken. He said that 
the health department, 
working largely through 
the public school and 
public health centers, had 
brought under control the 
recent measles epidemic 
in Los Angeles County.

Some 1 I million free 
lunches will be served to 
economically disadvan­ 
taged youths this summer 
by Los Angeles County’s 
Department of Parks and 
Recreation. 
County supervisor Bax­ 
ter Ward said the summer 
lunch program, approved

The P om on a sc h o o l 
board has reached agree­ 
ment on a lower property 
tax rate, budget expen­ 
diture for next year, and a 
sudden year-end mainte­ 
nance program. 
Meeting this week in a 
special budget study ses­ 
sion before nearly 70 
persons, trustees and ad­ 
m in istration 
o ffic ia ls 
dueled over the questions 
of the upcoming budget. 
Board members agreed 
on a $5.0160 cent per $100 
a s s e s s e d 
v a lu a tio n 
property tax rate for next 
year. This is a slight reduc­ 
tion from the current $5.10 
rate. Form al tax rate 
adoption is expected at a 
later meeting. 
Trustees also agreed to 
reject an administrative 
proposal to spend $39 
million during the next 
fiscal year They preferred 
a $37 million expenditure 
The reduction will result 


in the d istr ic t having 
larger reserves. Estimates 
of this year's reserves 
show the district will carry 
over about $6 million The 
administration 
reported 
this will enable the district 
to deficit spend $4 million 
for 1977-78 
This proposal, however, 
was rejected by trustees 
Eugene Whitlock and C. 
A llen B r a sw e ll. B oth 
trustees said the district 
will be pressed financially 
in the next three to four 
years and the d istrict 
should save some reserves 
to be used later. The ad­ 
ministration had made no 
such recommendation. 
During a discussion, 
Whitlock asked Assistant 
Supt. of Business Lynn 
Rountree how much money 
the district had collected 
on its tax override the past 
two years. Rountree said 
such a figure was un­ 
a v a ila b le . but that $3 
million was a rough es­ 
timate. 


Whitlock then asked why 
the tax override was neces­ 
sary if the district has $6 
million in reserves. The 
administration was unable 
to answer this.

Jacksonville sheriff's deputies had 
arrested Luton May 26 on drunk and 
disorderly charges, Luton later told 
another jail inmate he was wanted in 
San Bernardino for murder and had 
given arresting officers an alias of 
Gary King, said investigators. 
Tliat information reached Jackson 
ville officials, who then contacted 
San Bernardino County sheriffs nv 
v e s tigators After it was confirmed 
that “King” was Luton and indeed 
was wanted for investigation of 
murder, San Bernardino C ounty 
deputies were flown to Jacksonville 


On his return, Luton is scheduled 
to be arraigned m San Bernardino 
Municipal Court on charges of 
murder and assault with a deadly 
weapon 
The San Bernardino youth was 
found dead outside the wellhouse on 
East Philadelphia Street by an 
irrigator 
An autopsy revealed the youth had 
died of shock and hemorrhage from 
multiple puncture wounds, possibly 
inflicted by a sharp blunt instrument 
such as a screwdriver. 
Sheriff's homicide investigator 
Robert Edmonds said the victim and 
a companion had reportedly been 
picked up by Luton April 6 at a 
Redlands skating ruik 
The companion later told deputies 
that Luton’s car had broken down 
and Luton became angry, attacking 
him with 
a screwdriver and in­ 
flicting several minor wounds 
The youth said Leary remained in 
the car and he beard his friend 
screaming as he ran for help

County line forms clot stopping blood flow

The county line which divides the valley has frequently 
formed a barrier over which school districts, political dis­ 
tricts, health services and other agencies cannot crews. 
Now, the Los Angeles-San Bernardino county line has 
formed an insurmountable wall stopping the flow of blood 
between communities within the valley. 
The problem started (Mi Oct 19 when the Red Cross and 
the American Association of Blood Banks discontinu

national clearinghouse. 
Los Angeles County is provided blood through the Los 
Angeles-Orange County Regional Blood Center while San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties are served by the 
A ABB. 
While the problem is a national one between the two 
organizations, the impact is really felt

pockets, such as this valley, where p j f W J Ü J * «■ 
work in one county and be hospitalized in 
About a month ago. the Red Cross and AABB met with 
the American Blood Commission in attempts to sign new 
agreements. Tentative agreements, which e^ n tacluded 
a retroactive program for replacing blood iwed 
tober were drawn up But, as of last week, the plans 
remained unsigned. 
The division between the two organizations arose oyer 
fundamental differences in the philosophies for the 
replacement of blood.

Bill Braden, executive director of the 1 omona Red 


Cross, said the Red Cross feels the entire community 
should be responsible for maintaining an adequate supply 
for all citizens and that no one should be asked to pay for 
blood donated by another person. 
“It's unfair that an individual who lives and works in 
San Bernardino County, but is hospitalized in Los Angeles 
County is provided blood at no cost, other than lab fees, 
etc . while a person who lives and works in Los Angeles 
County but receives blood in San Bernardino or Riverside 
counties will be charged for it on his hospital bill, 
said 
Braden 
The Red Cross has offered to supply blood to persons 
in San Bernardino County, but our offers are refused, ad­ 
ded Braden. “We are now trying to work directly with the 
major hospitals in the West End since AABB will not 


*The AABB believes that the person who receives blood 
should be responsible for replacing It, either by securing 
donors or paying for the blood. 
Dr Joseph HayhursL director of the Blood Bank of San 
Bernardino and Riverside Counties, said 
We don t feel 
that giving blood is a community responsibility. 
“No one can make another person give it. Therefore, it 
vou get it, vou need to be responsible for replacing it.

The AABB operates its blood banks in \ MC A buildings,

The problem in the valley is prohably more acute than 
in some other areas of the country because of the number 
of l,os Angeles Countv residents who are patients at 
either Kaiser Foundation Hospital in Fontana or Loma 
Linda University Medical Center 
The breakdown has seriously affected the donor 
programs of several major industries, such as General 
Dynamics Pomona. General Telephone Co and 
firms 
which draw their employes from throughout the area. 
A San Dimas man reported that, while he had been a 
long-time donor in the area, he could not get blood 
replaced at Kaiser. 
A General Dynamics employe said many of his fellow 
workers are refusing to participate in any more blood 
donor programs until a new pact is signed. 
A young Pomona family had to get 14 friends and 
relatives to go to Ontario during the middle of a work day 
to provide blood for their son's open heart surgery at 
lx>ma Linda Medical Center. 
If a pact is not agreed upon soon, the problem may 
become even more acute after July 1, according to 
Norman R. Kear. administrator of the Los Angeles- 
Orange County Regional Blood Center 
After that date, the use of paid-donor blood is virtually 
outlawed in Califoma. This will eliminate one source of 
blood which has been used in some areas to “fill the gap.

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Kent State 
revisited 
A new confrontation is building up between stu­ 
dents and administration at Kent State University, 
one which flows directly from the tragedy that took 
place on that campus on May 4, 1970. 
The site where four students were killed by Ohio 
National Guardsmen following riots in protest of 
the U.S. invasion of Cambodia has become hallowed 
ground to succeeding classes of students at Kent. 
On each anniversary, all-night vigils and com­ 
memorative exercises have been held, during 
which guest speakers customarily extoll the virtues 
of socialism and condemn capitalism. 
That alone would be enough to keep alive the 
spirit of “revolution.” Now, however, the univer­ 
sity intends to build a new gymnasium near the site. 
(t says the facility will intrude only minimally on 
the area where the four young people were mar­ 
tyred The students believe it will obliterate and 
desecrate the site and have vowed to put their 
bodies on the line to prevent it. 
A student group called the May 4 Coalition has 
scheduled a national rally on the campus on June 4. 
lo be attended by such well-known people as anti- 
Vietnam war activist William Kunstler and black 
activists Dick Gregory and Stokely Carmichael, 
who will offer words of encouragement. 
All three spoke at this year’s May 4 exercises, 
which culminated in an eight-hour student takeover 
of one of the university’s buildings and later the 
erection of a tent city on the proposed building site 
KSU president Glenn A. Olds has warned the stu­ 
dents residing in “Tentropolis” that he will have 
them physically removed if they attempt to stop 
construction of the gym. 
We shall not be mjjyed, 
the students have replied, saying that they will stay 
to face the bulldozers and, if necessary, arrest 
Fortunately, the students have also vowed to keep 
their resistance peaceful and passive. But it masses 
of people lie down in front of bulldozers and police 
are forced to drag them away by the hair, just how 
nonviolent will it be and how long will it stay that 
way? The 1970 protests also started out peacefully, 
but built up into a chain of action and reaction 
whose consequences we all know so well. 
Seven years after May 4.1970, Kent State Univer­ 
sity continues to be a very troubled place where 
everything is remembered but little, apparently, 
has been learned.

Carter softens his tough talk 


Remember the bitter winter of 77 — the natural 
gas shortage — the shutdowns of schools and fac­ 
tories — the scramble to convert to other fuels? 
To paraphrase the popular song, what a dif­ 
ference a couple of months make. 
Shareholders who attended the recent annual 
meeting of Consolidated Natural Gas Co., a major 
midwestem supplier, were told that the gas situa­ 
tion had improved so much that all curtailments to 
industrial users would be lifted by June I 
Not only that, but it is possible that the com­ 
pany’s ban on new residential and commercial 
customers — a ban in effect since 1970 — could also 
be lifted by the end of the year. In other words, the 
company expects to have so much gas that it will be 
looking for people to sell it to. 
Nationally, 77 per cent of gas utilities responding 
to a survey by the American Gas Association say 
they have enough gas to take on new commercial 
food service customers. 
Factors contributing to Consolidated s optimistic 
outlook include the importing of liquefied natural 
gas from Algeria beginning in 1978, increased 
deliveries from fields in the Gulf ol Mexico, the tap­ 
ping of large quantities of gas in the Appalachian 
region and promising research in shale gas produc­ 
tion, coal gasification and recovery of methane 
from coal seams. 
Optimism is to be tempered, however, by the 
company’s proviso that a great deal depends upon 
continued conservation by gas users and successful 
results from the research into new gas sources. 
They aren’t pushing gas-fired outdoor barbecues 
and pretty gas lamps again — not yet, anyway.

C arter declared after taking office 
that he would never retreat from his 
unequivocal stand on human rights 
But he now is q u ietly asking 
Congress to weaken national policy 
on the human rights issue. 
Carter received international ac­ 
claim for his moral battle against 
repressive regimes as he slashed 
American military aid to Argentina. 
Uruguay and Ethiopia. Both conser­ 
vatives and liberals in Congress ap­ 
plauded his actions, and the House 
quick ly responded by c u ttin g 
military aid to Nicaragua and the 
Philippines. 
The House also passed a bill 
requiring American representatives 
at world lending institutions to vote 
against loans to countries that 
flagrantly violate human rights. 
In the last few weeks, however, 
( a rte rs foreign policy advisers have 
been getting signals from abroad 
that the president may be pushing his 
human rights offensive too far. 
Consequently, C arter has had to 
backtrack from his aggressive 
stance. 
On May 19. for instance, he met 
privately with a group of congres­ 
smen at the White House, and soon 
lounu himself under tough question­ 
ing on hulnan rights by Rep. Louis 
Stokes. D -Ohio 
As one of the participants recalls. 
Carter said that if Congress cut off 
funds to human rights violators, it 


“ would seriously handcuff us in 
terms of our relationship with other 
countries.” 
Speaking persuasively. Carter said 
his policies already had convinced 
authoritarian Paraguay to admit a 
human rights task force from the 
United Nations. The president added 
that his wife’s visit to Peru could 
help induce that nation to follow up 
its re le a se of som e p o litical 
prisoners with still more human 
rights gestures. 
Some of those present strongly felt 
that Carter was dodging the ques­ 
tion, they later admitted But C arter, 
apparently sensing their uneasiness, 
assured them: *Tm not going to 
betray America 
According to one source, he con­ 
tinued: ” 1 hope that Congress isn't 
going to tie my hands. 
The presi­ 
dent described America’s problems 
with such issues as immigration 
quotas before asking for greater 


“ flexibility'' from Congress 
Stokes was so convinced by the 
president's argument that he cast 
the key vote to continue U.S.- 
sponsored training of Argentine 
troops in the Panama Canal Zone 
The foreign troops are taught such 
techniques as psychological warfare, 
urban counterinsurgency, and other 
skills for suppressing opposition to 
dictatorships. 
A number of Stokes' colleagues, 
however, are bitterly grumbling that 


Carter is no longer willing to back up 
his tough talk by cutting off aid or 
loans. Some congressmen believe 
that C arter’s private plea for com­ 
promise is part of an emerging pat­ 
tern to move U.S. relations with 
foreign tyrants back to a business-as- 
usual basis. 
Both publicly and privately, of­ 
ficials at the White House, Pentagon 
and State Dept, have called for 
greater “ flexibility" — the ad­ 
m in istra tio n 's code w ord for 
“ softening” — on the human rights 
issue. 
State Dept 
human rights coor­ 
dinator Pat Derian. regarded as one 
of the most militant administration 
officials on the issue, recently said: 
“ I would like to see us place stronger 
emphasis on positive action as a 
preferable way to increase respect 
for human rights, rather than rely 
too much on aid cuts, public denun­ 
ciations and other of the more 
negative approaches 
Such words might have come from 
the great compromiser, Henry Kis­ 
singer, who preached quiet persua­ 
sion on human rights with a notable 
lack of success in such countries as 
Chile, Brazil and Argentina. 
Similar statem ents also have been 
made by Undersecretary of State for 
Latin America. Terence Todman; 
U.S. A m bassador to A rgentina 
Robert Hill; Undersecretary of State 
Lucy Benson W ilson,‘ and many 
others.

They seep telling us things are just 
dandy on the business fro n t. 
. that 
all the indicators are busily in­ 
dicating what the economic planners 
would like them to . . . and that 
there’s nothing to worry about 
That s the big type on the front 
pages 
But com pulsive W ashington- 
watchers read the fine print, too 
T hat's in the small item s new 
spapers and magazines tuck into odd 
corners most folks never see And 
it’s not always so reassuring 
lake inflation. (Please ) It’s not 
exactly in the double-digit-danger 
zone yet. but it s inching up there. 
Not to worry, says the White House, 
President C arter's still sure he can 
wrestle it down to 4 per cent by 1881 
(it was 4.8 in Mr Ford’s last year in 
office.) 
Then you stumble across a one- 
liner in a trade survey that says 
wholesale prices shot up 14 per cent 
last month And you begin to wonder 
how long it will be before that 
translates into higher prices at your 
local cash registers. 
One economist did more than just 
wonder He whipped out his handy- 
dandy pocket com puter and 
calculated what prices will be if they 
keep going up 6 add one hall per cent 
for the next eight years. 
(An odd choice of years 
Most 
forecasters take long range looks in 
10-year bites, but maybe he s zeroing 
in on the optimistic length of Mr 
Carter’s reign. Or pessimistic, 
depending on your politics ) 
Actually, to consumers still 
twitching over the inflation explosion 
of 1978-74, that 8 and one-half per 


cent doesn t sound too scary. Not 
compared to the roughly 14 per cent 
we hit for a while there 
But maybe that's because we re 
still too numb to look behind the 
percentages 
By 1985 (given that 6 and one-hull 
per cent increase, remember) we 11 
be hard put to scratch up the money 
for most of the goodies we take for 
granted today. ‘ Frills” like food, 
hospital care and college 
Feeding a family of four, for in­ 
stance, costs 175 a week right now (if 
you don’t splurge on steak or coffee 
too often). Eight years from now it 
will take $115. (Eight years ago it 


A hospital room these days is $100 
a day, up from $43 in I960 By 1985 
we ll pay $233 And keeping Sonny m 
a private college will set Pop back 
$5.790. compared to $3,887 today. 
A lot of us will be doing our own 
scrubbing and dusting because maid 
service will go up to $48 a day. (A lot 
of us are doing it ourselves right 
now when it costs only $25 Plus car­ 
fare, of course ) 
Cigarettes will be 75 cents a pack 
instead of four-bits , . 
permanent 
waves will go from $25 to $35 (you 
can save a bit here the price alooe 
will curl your hair). . . and moat of 
these luxuries will be mere 
memories to folks scraping along on 
$509-a-month-pensions, which will be 
worth only $184 per month by 1985 
There’s more, but you get the idea 
Let’s move on to some more fine 
print Dull stuff like the consumer 
debt total 
(With Farah Fawcett- 
Majors to keep up with, who bothers 
with that?) 


But we’re going deeper into the 
hole every month. At the end of 
March we owed around $180 billion. 
That's up 12 per cent in 12 months, 
and one analyst calls it a “ clicking 
time bomb that will put a sudden end 
to the recovery " 
On the other hand, a Federal 
R eserv e bank econom ist says 
Americans are hoarding-as of this 
moment — more than $50 billion In 
cash, not in banks. 
He worries about losing all that 
business What worries me is why so 
many folks are stuffing those bucks 
under the m attress, where their in­ 
terest earnings are zilch. 
It could be the hoarders are keep­ 
ing money handy in case they stum­ 
ble across a real bargain m the 
marketplace But the gentlemen who 
measure spending patterns don t 
think so They say consumer con­ 
fidence is down a steep five points 
from February 
Fewer folks are planning to buy 
cars and homes (although they re 
still shopping for refrigerators, 
microwave ovens and TV sets) and 
only 22 per cent of those surveyed ex­ 
pect business conditions to pick up in 
the next six months 
Consumer confidence may be 
down, but Carter confidence is hang­ 
ing in there White House bulletins 
say the Administration still expects

real economic growth of 25 per cent 
in the next five years . . . and a 
balanced budget by 1981.

Sacramento scene 
Dearth of 
challengers

The month of June has dawned on a surprising political 
situation. The primary election is now just a year distant 
and still the only names which have emerged as potential 
challengers of Gov. Je rry Brown are those ot 
Republicans. 
This total absence of opposition to his renommation on 
the part of Democrats presents an inexplicable stagnation 
within the ranks of a party which, by its very lack of un 
animity, could have been expected to foster a number of 
formidable candidates hopeful of changing the course of 
state government to something more to their liking. 
It is an even greater enigma when a full assessment of 
Brown’s stock is made. He won the nomination four years 
ago largely by virtue of a crowded field. Seventeen others 
had scrambled with him in the race to succeed retiring 
Ronald Reagan. Brown’s total barely equaled that of the 
next two top contenders. Their vote, along with two other 
leading candidates and the 13 who trailed along, 
demonstrated the Democrats preferred anyone else over 
Brown by better than 3 to 2. It is a fair conclusion that had 
Brown been forced to meet any one of the four major con­ 
testants head to head he would have lost. 
As it was he barely squeaked through the general elec­ 
tion in a win over Republican Houston I. Flournoy. A shift 
of less than 100,000 votes statewide would have made 
Brown an also ran. 
Since then he has been enjoying an aura of assumed 
popularity but his only other outing before the electorate 
would seem to deny that. When he ran last June in the 
presidential primary Californians again voted 3 to 2 for 
anyone other than Brown. 
That performance alone would seem to omen victory 
for the Republicans in November next year unless the 
Democrats select a new leader. But there is an old 
political maxim that “ You can’t beat somebody with 
nobody,” and at the moment it appears the Republicans 
are short on candidates who can capture the public s im­ 
agination. 
^ 
Outnumbered 5 to 3 in party registration, the GOP can t 
solidify behind any candidate let alone one moderate 
enough to woo the support of the numbers ot Democrats 
necessary for any Republican to win. It would seem then 
that if Brown is to be replaced it must be done at the 
primary. 
. . 
... 
With both labor and industry far from happy with 
Brown, with the majority of people angered by his opposi­ 
tion to the death penalty, with the organizational rank and 
file Democrats and their leaders more than resentful over 
his total failure to consider their wishes in appointments 
and other decisions. Brown could hardly be said to have 
wholehearted support of the elements which are required 
for a successful campaign. The large contributors of four 
years ago such as the state employes and teachers have 
been completely turned off as have many of the individual 
moneybags. 
. 
Yet Brown apparently is being blessed by the unwritten 
law that you don’t challenge incumbents in their own 
party That is an irony since Brown himself is building to 
do that very thing to President Carter in 1980 It s a 
wonder Carter isn’t encouraging someone to head him oft 
at the pass next year. Besides the “ unwritten law 
is ol 
recent vintage. Back in 1922 Friend W. Richardson un­ 
seated Gov 
William D. Stephens and was himself 
defeated four years later by C C Young who in turn was 
beaten by Jam es Rolph four years afterwards, each in the 
primaries. In 1954 just the threat of U.S. Sen. William r ■ 
Knowland s primary challenge sent Gov Goodwin J 
Knight scurrying unsuccessfully after a seat in the 
Senate.

Strange suicide 
Sends friends photos, promises 
reincarnation, then kills self 


BOULDER, Colo (AP) 
— It was no ordinary 
suicide. 
On April X, Edward 
Nylander sent 10 friends a 
photograph of himself. Ten 
days later, his charred 
body was found in a cave 
next to a can of gasoline, in 
a yoga position with a skull 
in his lap — just as he had 
posed for the photo. 
He had also sent the 
friends a meticulously 
printed letter, detailing 
how they could contact him 
after his death. 
Nylander was 29, the son 
of a retired Air Force 
s e r g e a n t . He w a s a 
graduate of Oberlin Col­ 
lege in Ohio, an Optimist 
International Youth Award 
winner, a factory worker, 
a pinball freak, a student of 
Eastern philosophies and a 
self-styled guru 
He was also a suicide, 
the county coroner said 
He had revealed an in­ 
tention to kill himself to a 
close friend. 
• When I asked what 
form he was coming back 
in, he just smiled, 
the 
friend said. 
He had also hinted at it in 
a letter to his parents 
I felt strange after 
reading the letter, but I 
hoped my feelings weren’t 
based on anything, 
said 
JB 


during the last weeks of his 
life. 
Hoffman said Nylander 
used the hallucinatory drug 
LSD to perpetuate his 
spiritual highs, but the ex­ 
tent of his drug use is not 
known. 
Nylander took yoga and 
meditation courses that 
first summer in Boulder. 
In September, he went to 
work for Storm Products 
Co. in nearby Broomfield 
The com pany m akes 
special wire products and 
cable. Nylander was “a 
g ood, 
c o n s c i e n t i o u s 
worker,” his former boss 
said, and was soon working 
as an assistant to the 
production manager. 
He became close friends 
with a purchasing agent for 
the company. Art Howard 
Nylander seemed strange 
at first, Howard said, but 
they found a common bond 


in Eastern mysticism, dis­ 
cussing 
“ different re­ 
alities” during 
lunch 
breaks, going to hear 
visiting gurus in Boulder 
and Denver. 
In August 1976, Nylander 
and his wife separated. 
The divorce, filed under 
Colorado's no-fault statute, 
became final in November. 
“He was really broken 
up over the separation. 
Howard said. “During the 
first month after it he said 
he didn’t have the guts to 
keep on living. He started 
getting happier, though, 
and enjoying his work after 
a month or so. I thought I 
had him talked into going 
to study spirituality — pos­ 
sibly in India ” 
In February of this year, 
Nylander quit his job and a 
week later gave up his 
apartment in Broomfield. 
He moved into a hotel in 


Boulder and wrote to his 
parents. 
“ I thought at first 1 
would he able to pay a visit 
to all of you before setting 
out but it appears that my 
present state of mind and 
em otion decided o th ­ 
erwise, opting for im­ 
mediate seclusion rather 
than tempt further the up­ 
setting of my precarious 
balance,” he wrote. 
With the letter, he sent a 
box containing his wedding 
pictures, divorce papers, 
high school photographs 
and diploma. 
Nylander spent the last 
month of his life in 
Boulder, meditating at the 
Dorje Dzong temple and 
playing pinball at the Old 
Chicago Arcade. He saw 
the movie “A Star is Born” 
four times. 
On March 16, he moved 
into the the Harvest House, 


an expensive hotel on the 
outskirts of Boulder. He 
began assembling the 10 
packets that were to be 
sent to his friends. 
According to the letter 
he sent his friends, Edward 
Nylander would be reincar­ 
nated. By meditating on 
his picture, starting at 
three minutes and work­ 
ing up to 20 minutes, his 
friends would be able to 
reach him. he wrote. 
The picture showed a 
young man with a thin 
beard and wi re-rim glas­ 
ses, and smiling, sitting 
before a mandala with a 
skull in his hand. 
On April 1. at 9 2& a.m., 
Nylander checked out 
of the Harvest House. He 
paid $500 in cash to settle 
his bill, mailed the 10 
packets. 
A hiker found the body in 
the foothills. 


Stolen helmet

A thief stole more than just a crash 
helmet recently from an Ontario 
youth. 
He also stole his freedom. 
Kenneth Terry. 1*. of 842 E 
Princeton St., needs the helmet to 
protect his skull, following brain sur­ 
gery. 
The helmet was with his bike 
which was stolen on May 13. said 
police. It was made especially for 
him by doctors at Loma Linda 
University Hospital where he had un­ 
dergone serious brain surgery over a 
year ago. 
The helmet has a ring of soft foam 
inside, with the left front portion 
reinforced to protect his skull where 
surgeons had entered to remove le­ 
sions on his brain. 
His skull may take months to heal. 
Until then. Kenneth must not do 
anything to cause him to fall or hit 
his head A blow to the healing sec­ 
tion of the skull could bring paralysis 
or instant death.

They also will get an explanation 
of why their county taxes remain so 
high despite the efforts of the county 
Board of Supervisors to cut 
spending 


The supervisors, incensed at the 
mounting cost of state mandated 
programs as well as the bite taken by 
the soaring number of community 
redevelopment agencies, want to let 
taxpayers know that they are not the 
culprits. 
So the board unanimously ap­ 
proved a proposal this week to in 


elude explanations in the envelopes 
that carry the tax bills. 
Chief 
Administrative Officer 
Harrv L. Hufford estimates that 
Medi-Cal 
and other 
welfare 
programs 
cost county taxpayers 
more than $200 million last year, 
about 18 per cent of the county s 
general income. 
An additional $76 million is being 
lost to the county because of 
moratoriums placed on areas which 
are being redeveloped. Hufford es­ 
timates that the size of redevelop­ 
ment agency exemptions will go 
bevond $100 million next year 
the supervisors agree there is 
verv little they can do about the 
money thev are losing through those 
holes, but want the taxpayers to 
know that when a section of the 
county is exempt from higher assess 


moot the rest of the county has to 
make up the difference 
School districts are reimbursed by 
the state for the amount of money 
they lose to redevelopment agencies, 
but the rest of the county’s taxing 
agencies, including the cities, lose 
that income 
Under a state law, redevelopment 
agencies can finance projects to 
raise the value of areas within cities 
by freezing the tax base of those dis­ 
tricts for the life of the project. They 
pay for the redevelopment with the 
revenues they receive above the 
frozen tax base. 
The City of Industry is totally un­ 
der a redevelopment plan. There are 
redevelopment projects In Pomona, 
Claremont and San Dimas. And La 
Verne is considering Such a project 
for its downtown area

Oil producers balk 
at energy dialogue 


PARIS (AP) — The 18-month conference of in­ 
dustrial and developing nations neared its end in 
discord Thursday. Hard-line oil producers refused 
to go along with Western demands for continuing 
consultations on energy problems. 
Paul Doucet, a spokesman for conference 
cochairman Allen MacEachen of Canada, said the 
United States and other industrial countries would 
probably agree to establish a fund to stabilize raw 
material prices and provide $1 billion in aid to the 
poorest countries. 
But he acknowledged that the refusal of the oil 
producers to enter into an energy dialogue might 
prompt the U.S. Congress to reject the $375 million 
American share of the aid package. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N Y, a member of the 
U.S. delegation, said the conflicts between the eight 
industrial and 19 developing nations at the “ North- 
South1 ’ conference constituted “a very sobering ex­ 
perience’’ for the Carter administration s dealings 
with the Third World. 
“I don’t personally regard the meeting as a 
failure,’’ Javits said. “We agreed on many things, 
but the differences are profound and we can t ex­ 
pect miracles.’’ 
According to conference sources, Saudi Arabia 
and Iran agreed to the energy dialogue, the prin 
cipal goal of the industrialized participants But 
they said Algeria, Iraq and Venezuela refused 
Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance, who left early 
Thursday, said the conference had produced mixed 
results. Vance said ho felt “ a certain dis­ 
appointment’’ over the energy question, but he 
cited increased aid to poor countries and plans tor 
greater development of natural resources as suc­ 
cesses. 
But British Foreign Secretary David Owen was 
more pessimistic, saying, “The main message* is 
one of disappointment. ” 
The outcome reflected the differences in outlook 
that had developed among the 27 participants since 
the United States and its industrial allies conceived 
the idea for the conference. 
The industrial nations, most of them in the 
Northern Hemisphere, were seeking to establish a 
permanent energy dialogue with the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries in hopes of 
moderating OPEC’s price increases. 
But the less developed nations, mostly of the 
Southern Hemisphere, saw the conference as a 
means of establishing a new world economic order 
in which they would receive a greater share of the 
world’s wealth. 
Experts have been meeting in small groups tor 
the past 18 months, and the foreign ministers of the 
participating nations gathered in Paris on Monday 
to wrap up the conference.

Legislature 
‘trims' ban 
on poles 
MONTPELIER, Vt. 
»AP) — The traditional red 
and white poles outside 
barber shops stopped 
revolving several years 
ago when the Vermont, 
legislature approved a ban 
on outdoor advertising that 
used flashing lights or 
moving parts. 
But Thursday, the 
legislature agreed to ex­ 
empt barbers' poles from 
the 
energy-conservation 
restrictions 
Rep 
Hugh Moffet, D* 
Brandon reminded his 
fellow legislators of pre- 
• election discussions that 
often occur between 
barber and client and 
urged passage of the ex­ 
emption.

The current investiga­ 
tion arose from con­ 
troversy over the handling 
of the case. 


Superior Court Judge 
Maurice J. Sponzo, acting 
as a grand jury under a 
state law that allows him 
to investigate but not in­ 
dict, issued a report 
Wednesday that said the 
prosecutor in Reilly's first 
trial, the late State’s Atty. 
John F. Bianchi, “com- 
m ited 
se r io u s 
and 
prejudicial error” by with­ 


holding evidence requested 
by the defense that even­ 
tually cleared Reilly. 
Veteran defense at­ 
torney Catherine Roraback 
probably would have un­ 
covered the crucial 
evidence that Bianchi with­ 
held if she had dug deeper 
into available clues, 
Sponzo added. 
His 59-page report, the 
result of a five-month in­ 
vestigation. also said state 
police officers who in­ 
vestigated the slaying 
were not a g g re ssiv e 
enough in seeking other 
suspects when holes ap­ 
peared in the case against 
Reilly. 
Some police officers 
pressured the prosecutors 
and harassed a defense in­ 
vestigator when it ap­ 
peared Reilly might be 
cleared. Sponzo said. 
And Reilly's own actions 
— a confession that he 
later retracted and his lack 
of emotion after finding his 


dying mother — also made 
the case more difficult to 
defend, Sponzo said. 
He concluded that some 
people s rights were 
violated in be case but no 
crimes were committed. 
But it still is not known 
who stabbed and stomped 
to death 5l-year-old Bar­ 
bara Gibbons in the small 
Falls Village house she and 
her son shared. 
Sponzo filed a sealed list 
of an undisclosed number 
of persons who had “the 
motivation, the oppor­ 
tunity and the capacity to 
commit the homicide.” but 
he added, “I conclude that 
there is not sufficient 
evidence to warrant the 
trial of any person at this 
time.” 
On Sept. 29, 1973, Reilly 
returned home and found 
his mother’s nude body on 
her bedroom floor. Her 
throat had been slashed, 
her legs and ribs broken. 
“I’m not going to make 


any accusations as to who 
may have committed the 
crime,” Reilly said in a 
telephone interview after 
Sponzo’s report was 
released. “I have theories 
... 1 tend to feel there was 
more than one person. 
“I think the people of the 
state of Connecticut 
deserve to know who killed 
Barbara Gibbons. I 
deserve it,” said Reilly, 
who now works at a service 
station. 
The judge stopped short 
of saying Reilly was inno­ 
cent, but he added that 
“there is no likelihood” he 
could be convicted on the 
9,000 pages of evidence 
collected from 92 witnes­ 
ses who appeared before 
him since Feb. 3. 
It remains for Santore to 
decide from an ongoing 
state police investigation 
whether to bring new 
charges in the 3 *4-year-old 
case. 
Sponzo praised defense 


attorney T.F. Gilroy Daly 
and private investigator 
James G. Conway for their 
roles in uncovering new 
evidence, winning a new 
trial and finally getting 
Reilly’s charge dismissed. 
Sponzo found that state 
police had warned Conway 
to stay (Hit of the county, 
had unsuccessfully sought 
his arrest in another case 
and filed a weapons charge 
against him after he en­ 
tered the Reilly case. 
The grand jury report 
cleared state police of 
claims they violated 
Reilly's constitutional 
rights during a seven-hour 
questioning that led t# his 
arrest the day after the 
slaying 
Sponzo acknowledged 
there was enough evidence 
to arrest the 18-year-old 
high school senior at the 
time, but he added that 
police should have had a 
stronger case before doing 
so 


The crucial testimony 
that was withheld by the 
prosecutor at the first trial 
came from Frank Finney, 
who was an auxiliary 
trooper in 1973, and his 
wife. They said they saw 


Reilly on the night of the 
slaying in Canaan at 9:39, 
not leaving him enough 
time to reach home, com­ 
mit the crime and clean off 
blood before p o lic e 
arrived, Sponzo said. 


Businessmen earn most 


NEW YORK (AP) - 
American businessmen 
earn up to 40 per cent more 
than executives with com­ 
parable jobs in Europe, ac­ 
cording to a recent survey 
by the American Manage­ 
ment Associations, a non- 
profit 
ed u ca tio n a l 
organization. 
The study, which polled 
close to 12,000 directors of 
2,000 major corporations, 
was compiled to gauge the 
relative incomes of 
Western businessmen. Re­ 
sults show that American 
executives are the best 
paid, with their counter­ 
parts 
in 
B elg iu m , 


Switzerland and West Ger­ 
many running a distant se­ 
cond. 


The survey notes that 
corporate directors with 
the lowest salaries work in 
countries suffering the 
greatest hardships from in­ 
flation — Britain and Italy. 


Chief executives of 
American companies with 
sales equivalent to $20 
million earn an average of 
$88,000 a year, of which 
more than half may be 
bonus payments, the study 
says. Their counterparts in 
Europe earn from $38,000 
to $60,000 yearly.

He is 
MANCHAC, La. <AP) - 
So far progress has shoved 
aside nearly all of this 
village and nearly half its 
people. 
The 48 families who have 
survived are bracing for 
another assault. If it 
doesn’t work this time — 
well, there’s just no more 
room for a fourth try. 
The village is an island, 
an island of ironies in the 
m iddle of the g reat 
M an ch ac 
Sw am p 
of 
southern Louisiana. 
Here alligators win the 
prize as most fearsome, 
egrets as most graceful, 
Spanish moss as most 
melancholy, crawfish as 
m ost 
b o u n tifu l, 
and 
highway builders as most 
persistent. They’re going 
to pave that swamp yet. 
Their current effort, 
Interstate 55, is a concrete 
monster just being born. It 
looms 20 feet overhead and 
rests atop great pilings 
pounded ¿0 feet into the 
goo. 
At $7 million a mile it is 
a valiant try. It isn’t the 
first. 
“ When I came here 33 
years ago there were only 
two automobiles in the 
village,” Virginia Succow. 
the postmistress, recalled. 
“ There really wasn’t any 
place to drive a car, just 
the one road.” 
The one road ran through 
Manchac from LaPlace at 
the southern edge of the 
swamp to Ponchatouls at 
the northern edge. 
It 
cro sse d 
P a ss 
Manchac, the village’s 
southern border, on a 
wooden bridge. A pass is 
an arm of water con­ 
necting two lakes, in this 
case I^ke Maurepas and 
Lake Pontchartrain. The 
Illinois Central railroad 
tracks paralleled the road. 
Driving from south to 
north, then, a motorist 
crossed the bridge and 
came upon the village of 
Manchac: 
A cluster of buildings 
bordering the road on the 
right, a canal running 
alongside the road on the 
left, houses lining the ca­ 
nal. 
An uncomplicated 
scene. A fishing village of 
about 80 fam ilies, bait 
su»n- 
church, boatyard, 
posuritiee. 
That's the way Mrs. Suc­ 
cow found Manchac when 
she arrived in 1944 as a 
wartime bride. 
Fourteen years later the 
state deemed the road in­ 
adequate. 
Work crews arrived. 
They dug a new canal to fill 
the old canal — which 
itself had been dug for the 
clay to build the old road's 
base. Then they laid down 
a new, wider road on top of 
the fUled-ln canal. Tliey 
also built a new concrete 
bridge alongside the old 
wooden one 
Two roads, 
two bridges, side by side. 
Mrs Succow and others 
who lived along the old 
canal had to move back 
and make way. Not too far 
back, though, or they 
would fall in the new, 
enlarged canal. 
Not forw ard either. 
Across the two roads and 
the line of stores ran the 
railroad tracks and beyond 
the tracks uninhabitable 
swamp. 
The new road left no 
room for most of them. 
About 30 families had no 
c hoice except to take the 
money offered them and 
leave.

Lou isian ians w ell. It 
bec ame the key road north 
from New Orleans and 
handled heavy traffic Not 
only was it two lanes wide 
but it was six feet higher 
than the old road, up out erf 
the swampland, built to 
last. 
A fter a few years, 
however, tt was only five 
feet higher. Then three 
feet. One foot Today, 20 
years after ft was built, it 
has sunk to the level of the 
old road, lower in spots,

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Abe 
Vigoda. who as ABC s “Fish” plays 
the nation’s best-known old detective 
with hemorrhoids, slid into the booth 
at a Beverly Hills eats emporium 
and was promptly spotted by the 
waitress. 
A shy man, he still was visibly 
pleased. He exchanged a moment’s 
small talk with her. Later, he said 
no, the wide recognition he’s gotten 
from his work in “Barney Miller” 
and “Fish” hasn’t disrupted his life. 
“It’s a very nice feeling that peo­ 
ple recognize you, particularly when 
it happens in middle age and you've 
been at your field for so many years 
and nobody knew you,” said the 56- 
year-old actor. 
“It’s a happy feeling ... they repre­ 
sent what's happening to me, which 
is being able to do the things I've 
been doing.” 
The doings include: 
—A costarring role in a new Neil 
Simon movie, “The Cheap Detec­ 
tive.” 
—A planned trip in mid-June to 
Australia — his first overseas 
voyage other than the one to Staten 
I Island — to promote "Fish.” 
—A possible trip in March to 
Broadway, to star in a new comedy 
by Allen Boretz, ‘‘The Flying 
Elephant,” cast as a middle-aged 
lawyer who, he says, “falls in love 
with a Texas hooker.” 
Vigoda, who c o m e s f r om 
Brooklyn, speaks as slowly and 
gravely as his Fish character, but 
without the character’s dour, all-is-^ 
lost outlook.

Specifically, the FCC has 
increased the fines for 
three practices: operating

A few CBers go over the 
legal four watts of output 
power, using illegal linear 
am plifiers or am ateur 
(ham) radio equipment. 
The extra power drowns 
out other CBers who are 
operating within the legal 
lim it, and the boosted 
signals also “ bleed over 
to nearby CB frequencies 
and even interfere with 
television reception and 
other communication ser­ 
vices. 
Many of these CBers 
operating with extra power 
use an atmospheric condi­ 
tion knowm as skip to talk

CBers norm ally 
have a range of about 2D

Do you ever get fru strated 
watching the sports announcer blurt 
out the results on the 6 p.m. or 11 
p.m. news? 
It seems strange that TV, which 
spends so much time and money 
bringing us sports events, gives such 
short shrift to the daily happenings in 
the world of sports in brodcasting the 
days’ news. 
tw o of the three network stations 
(KNBC, channel 4 and KABC, chan­ 
nel 7) are on two full hours between 5 
p.m. and 7 p.m . with locally 
produced news programs. The CBS 
station, KNXT. channel 2. now is on 
one hour, from 5 p.m. to 6 p.m. 
And yet the amount of tim e 
devoted to the sports segment is 
from 2*4 to 4 minutes only. What you 
get mostly are the scores and a few 
headline-type items and a brief 30 to 
45 second interview. 
Yet all of these stations give you a 
lot of national and world news all of 
which will be repeated later by 
Walter Cronkite, Reasoner or the 
Chancellor-Brinkley or W alters 
duos.

Now if newspapers did this, here s 
what you’d get and we’ll use the 
Progress Bulletin as an example. 
On the first three pages, you d get 
a mixture of the top national and 
world news stories from the wires of 
Associated Press and local news 
stories written by our own writers 
just as you get now.

But when you turned to the second, 
or local news, section, you’d be in for 
a shock. Instead of all local, a 
number of the stories would be the 
same national stories you saw on the 
first three pages, the only exception 
being they would have been re­ 
written by one of our PB writers. 
Running a number of national and 
world news stories twice would not 
only be an un-necessary duplication, 
it would also result in having to cut a 
number of local news, sports, 
society, entertainment etc stories or 
leave them out entirely because a 
newspaper has only so much space 
just as a radio or TV program has 
only so much time. 
Now if the Pro' -ess Bulletin or 
any newspaper did what has been 
outlined above, the readers would 
complain bitterly and rightly so 
But that is just what television is 
and has been doing all along. 
The point is if TV would quit 
duplicating on its locally produ<ed 
news programs the same stories that 
will be broadcast on the following 
network news show, a lot more time 
could be given to broadcasting 
Southern California and state news 
and features and especially sports. 
I emphasize sports because that’s 
my bag and because the network 
newscasts have ignored the daily 
sports news almost completely. 
Personally. I’d like to see what 
would happen if one of the stations 
would give its sports announcer a 10 
or 12-minute shot. It would take 
someone especially good like Ross 
Porter who left KNBC for the 
Dodgers or colorful like radio s Jim 
Healy. Healy is the “sports gossip 
of the airwaves, but he also scoops 
the rest of the broadcast media and a 
lot of the printed media consistently.

Bass derbies dangerous/ 


Intermittent dieoffs of 
largemouth bass at Castaic 
Lake may have been 
trig g e re d by s tre s s 
resulting from catch-and- 
release bass fishing tour­ 
naments held at the lake, 
the Department of Fish 
and Game said recently. 
Bass ranging from one to 
six pounds have been 
reported dead and floating 
in the water for the past 
few weeks at Castaic. The 
dead fish often have 
showed up 8 to 10 days 
after a Saturday bass der­ 
by, according to D FG 
biologist Ken Aasen. 
Investigations by Aasen 
and DFG fish pathologist 
Mel W illis disclosed that 
many of the dead fish had 
recent hook marks around 
the mouth, fungus covering 
parts of the body, and 
evidence of columnaris, a 
bacterial disease. 
“ We can’t really say that 
bass derbies were directly 
responsible for all these 


factors,” W illis said. 
“ Columnaris is a common 
disease and can dry out the 
natural slime of the fish, 
making them vulnerable to 
fungus Also, the bass are 
sp aw n in g 
and 
a re 
therefore weaker and mare 
easily caught. The fact that 
Castaic lias been drawn 
down quite a bit, con­ 
centrating the fish in a 
smaller area, may also be 
a contributing factor. 
“ But the fact that the 
dieoffs have occurred 
shortly after the bass tour­ 
naments and that so many 
of the dead fish showed re­ 
cent hook marks indicates 
that the berbies probably 
played some role in the fish 
deaths.” 
Biologist Aasen said that 
bass tournament sponsors 
are concerned about the 
problem and are helping 
the D F G d e te rm in e 
whether or not the bass 
derbies are a prime cause 
of fish kills. 


At a bass tournament 
held at Castaic May 21 by 
Western Bass Association, 
anglers assisted in the 
evaluation process by 
allowing Aasen to mark all 
fish before they were 
returned to the water. 
Aasen used a paper-punch 
to make holes in the dorsal 
and tail fins of the bass. 
The anglers also marked 
the fish when they were 
first caught. 
Aasen said the DFG will 


do 
som e 
e x te n s iv e 
electrofishing at Castaic 
this week to see how many 
of the marked fish show up 
and what kind of physical 
condition they are in. 
Fishing was slow during 
the derby, he said, and only 
about 100 fish were marked 
and released by 106 
anglers. In previous tour­ 
naments, as many as 600 or 
more bass have been 
reported caught and 
returned to the water.

Artificial flies as large as small sparrows are being 
used to land lunker-sized striped bass in the Colorado 
River, the latest being a 33-pound nine-ounce striper 
taken by David Cox of Altadena on the Arizona side of the 
river four miles north of Needles. 
Cox. a member of Saltwater Flyrodders, Pacific No. 1, 
boated the afternoon of Wednesday. May 18, using a Delta 
King streamer fly about five inches in length. 
Although Cox's catch was larger than a Field and 
Stream award winner for 1976 — a 31-pound eight-ounce 
striped bass taken on a fly by G. William King of 
Sacramento — it paled before the 64-pound eight-ounce 
giant taken by Beryl Bliss of Fallon, Nev., from the 
Umpqua River, Ore., on July 28, 1973. That was a world 
record for flyrods.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Government reports that infla­ 
tion and unemployment subsided in May propelled stocks 
higher Friday. But trading of New York Stock Exchange 
issues was dissappointingly moderate. 
Wall Street hailed Labor Department reports that the 
May Wholesale Price Index rose only 0.4 per cent, the 
smallest increase in nine months. Furthermore, unem­ 
ployment dipped to 6.9 per cent from 7 per cent to the 
lowest level in 30 months. 
In addition, trendsetting Citibank of New York left its 
prime lending rate at 6*4 per cent, although its formula 
based on a three-week moving average of commercial 
paper rates called for a 7 per cent rate. 
The prime rate has climbed in the past three weeks 
from 6l4 to 6*4 per cent. That was a result of the Federal 
Reserve Board's credit tightening policies to curb a 20 per 
cent surge in April’s money supply. In the latest four 
weeks, the supply growth slowed to 1.2 per cent. 
The Dow Jones industrial average, a 3.40-point loser 
Thursday, was ahead 5.60 points to 908.75 shortly before 
noon EDT. 
Advances led declines, 733 to 353, among the 1.590 issues 
crossing the tape. But the 504 unchanged issues reflected 
considerable investor uncertainty about the course of the 
market. 
Volume at the two-hour mark amounted only to about 
8,500,000 shares, down from the 8,730.000 traded during 
the same period Thursday.

NEW YORK (AF) — The 
newest speculation in the 
financial district here is 
not even a security. It is 
signed graphics, some­ 
times sold sight unseen, 
the attraction being mer­ 
cenary rather than aes­ 
thetic. 
Moving into the field are 
salesmen whose chief in­ 
terest heretofore was com­ 
modities, such as wheat 
and silver and maybe even 
hog bellies. In art they 
foresee large profits, pri­ 
m a rily by selling to 
business executives. 
Answering an unsolicited 
telephone call, a busines­ 
sman is told “We are in the 
position of being able to 
supply you with signed 
graphics from some of the 
best known artists of to­ 
day, such as Dali. Picasso, 
Chagall. Miro.” 
He is further informed 
that “Since the value of 
these prints has consistent­ 
ly gone up it is important 
that you be in a position to 
move quickly.” 
Then the blunt question 
is put: “Could you, if our 
literature meets with your 
approval, write a check for 
$4 ,0 0 0 , our m inim um 
order?” The words are 
from the approach of one 
company. 
Some businessm en 
understandably are reluc­ 


tant to say yes, but some 
do. “ Judging from the 
purchase orders I have 
seen.” said a midtown art 
dealer, “they could be too 
successful.” He fears a 
speculative boom — and 
collapse. 
While only a few com­ 
panies are involved in the 
tra d e so fa r , 
som e 
salesmen have ideas of 
branching out on their own, 
and claim there may be as 
many as 40 to 50 such firms 
by summertime.

entrepreneurs might be 
having a more difficult 
time of it. 
One individual who

“In no way at all is it tire 
business of this firm," he

Asked if his business was 
a success, Charles Lom­ 
bardo, president of Wall 
Street Graphic Art Corp., 
one of the first in the 
telephone business, and he 


claims, the employer of a 
dozen salespeople (“ they 
come and go” ), said: “ It ’s 
too soon to be sure.” 
Lombardo said he was 
putting his efforts “on the 
back burner” while he 
devised “new procedures, 
a new catalog." He said it 
would take six months 
more for him to answer the 
question. 
Wall Street Graphic Art 
has offered various port­ 
folios of signed prints at 
what are claimed to be 
large discounts from “up­ 
town” prices.

Once somewhat removed from the decision-making 
process in many companies, economists today are in a 
position to greatly influence management decisions. They 
have made their place in the corporate hierachy 
At the same time, it might be argued, business seems to 
have become more timid, reminded by its economic seers 
how fearsome is the future, how filled with traps for those 
who charge ahead. 
There is the danger of rising interest rates, of resurging 
inflation, (A re-emerging recession. There is the uncer­ 
tainty about Federal Reserve policy, tax policy, energy 
policy, regulatory policy 
The future once meant proceed to the next opportunity. 
Now it’s a red light. Economists often control that light. 
Generally called upon today to be forecasters, 
economists are little more qualified than anyone else. 
First, economists always see the dangers ahead second, 
they see the dangers to themselves m being bullish 
Bullishness calls for capital commitments, for expan 
sion and modernization to meet the coming demand. If 
the demand isn't forthcoming, the economist might as a 
consequence find himself departing

—You can still sow seeds or set out plants of tomatoes, 
squash, beans, carrots, green onions and cucumbers. 
—Avoid heavy pruning this summer to cut down on 
water consumption. Severe pruning during hot weather 
may put plants in shock which requires lots of water to 
snap them out of it Thin plants lightly instead. 
-D on’t think it’s too late to plant Roses Choose bloom­ 
ing plants from your nursery and you 11 have an instant 
Rose bed. 
—If you’d like to increase your Iris, go ahead and divide 
the clumps that haven't been lifted the past 3-5 years- 
Although they are drought tolerant, the new divisions will 
need additional water help at first. 
—Better hurry to buy those Tuberous Begonias, 
Chrysanthemum, and Geraniums. 
—When spraying plants be sure to hit the undersides of 
the leaves. Some insects and diseases may escape .he 
spray if you don’t.

—Many factors affect the drought tollerance of our 
trees and shrubs. The environment below the ground has 
a lot to do with the plant s ability to survive low rainfall. 
The depth of the soil determines the size of the reservoir 
the roots can draw water from. Deep soils hold more 
water for those plants that can sink roots deep into the 
ground. Clay soils hold more water than sandy ones and 
organic soils retain moisture that is readily available> to 
the plant. The quality of the water is also a tactor It th< 
water has a high salt content less of it can be absorbed v 
the roots. Lastly, underground water tables can enable 
deep rooted plants to survive quite nicely once they sink 
their roots into the water below 
- I f vou can’t spare the water for regular irrigations of 
fruit trees, don’t fertilize them. Maintain the tree through 
the summer by thinning the fruit and giveing it at least 
two thorough irrigations — one of them about a month 
before harvest.

—The healthy plant is the one best able to explore the 
soil and mine the water stored in the ground. Insects that 
defoliate or sap the plant of its juices cause stress and 
hinder the plant’s ability to cope with drought, heat and 
wind.

Bird-bite battle rages 


N o th in g 
is 
m o re 
frustrating to a gardener 
than picking a big juicy 
peach only to find a bird 
has taken a bite before you. 
Do you find yourself feel­ 
ing helpless watching a 
flock of birds eye your 
cherries . . . knowing that 
as soon as your guard is 
relaxed, the cherries will 
be gone. There’s no argu­ 
ing that birds are charm­ 
ing friends — most of the 
time However, they can 
have astounding appetites 
and never seem to respect 
a gardener’s property — 
especially in the orchard 
and berry patch. 
We don’t have to give in 
tamely because there are a 


few strateg ies to use 
against them. Repellant 
sprays, scarecrows, furs 
draped over branches to 
resem ble cats, noise- 
makers, hanging objects 
that move in the wind, 
recorded bird distress 
calls, etc. are some. Unfor­ 
tunately, these seldom 
work for very long. The 
birds quickly learn to ig­ 
nore all your efforts at 
frightening them away. 
Caging the fruits in and the 


birds out will definitely 
prevent their snacking, but 
caging 30 foot trees is quite 
a task. A more practical 
solution would be to spread 
netting across the plants 
when they are in fruit. The 
birds won’t fly onto those 
plants and if you support 
the net away from the 
fruit, the birds can’t reach 
through it. There are many 
kinds of netting to choose 
from — all are easy to find 
at local nurseries.

BROTHERS. My teen­ 
a ge rs a r e avid rock 
fans This never bothered 
me until I sat down to 
listen to the lyrics.

It so 
upset me that I haven’t 
been able to feel quite the 
same about my kids ever 
since.

Dear L.J.: You’re not 
the only one who finds 
some rock lyrics offensive, 
but it may be of some com­ 
fort to know that studies in­ 
dicate most youngsters pay 
relatively little attention to 
• these lyrics. They may not 
even hear them because 
they focus on the rhythm 
and the general emotional 
and sensual mood provided 
by the music. 
Certainly both the music 
and the lyrics, however, 
are a reflection of a new. 
much more sexually per­ 
missive life style I believe 
the lyrics also refelct the 
teenagers' open rebellion 
against the authority of the 
adult world. 
Some lyrics degrade 
women and seem to deny 
any tender feelings that 
are not explicitly sexual. 
Some lyricists are becom­ 
ing aware of the fact that 
their lyrics often deny love 
and intimacy and are 
reflecting a more mature 
view of life and love. You 


might s u rp r i s e your 
youngsters with some new 
records with this type of 
lyric. 
If you do, don’t be too 
shocked if they don't seem 
to notice the difference. 
According to findings of a 
team of researchers at the 
University of Michigan, 
young people are much 
more interested in sound 
than in the meaning of the 
lyrics.

Storage 
of greens 
important 


NEW YORK (AP) — A 
paper towel can be the 
secret to keeping lettuce 
and other salad greens 
crisp and fresh longer in 
the refrigerator, advises 
Sphere magazine, which 
gives these instructions for 
proper storage of salad 
makings. 


First, discard all dis­ 
colored leaves. Then, wash 
remaining greens thor­ 
oughly in running wa­ 
ter. drain well and blot 
dry with paper towels.

As a final step, to 
discourage sogginess or 
rust formation include a 
sheet of paper toweling in

If a child 
isn’t allowed to take the 
time away from the real 
world of homework long 
enough to fantasize, to 
dream of anything he 
wishes, he’s being deprived 
of an essential freedom 
Furthermore, children 
should learn that failure is 
often a step to learning and 
can be a necessary part of 
discovery. Parents who 
goad their children and in­ 
sist that they always 
‘ win’’ may be stunting 
their creativity. One of the 
easiest ways to be a "win­ 
ner.” especially in the 
school room, is to stay in 


line, to go along with the 
group and to perform in the 
expected way. Sometimes, 
the unexpected can be 
productive. Sometimes, an 
error can be more il­ 
l umin ati ng than the 
‘ correct” approach. 
First of all, children 
don’t need parents to tell 
them they’ve failed at a 
certain task. They usually 
know it long before their 
p a r e n t s . 
Help your 
daughter build a successful 
picture of herself now and 
vou U be helping her avoid 
important failures in the 
future. Let her know you 
trust and believe in her 
And remind her that in 
novation and creativity 
often come out of a series 
of trials and errors.
